Now does every true Chriſtian thus Deſire that the 
Name of God might be glorified ? Is the Glory of Gd 
dearer to them than all Things elſe ; Vell, the Wan, and 
the only Way for them to live daily to his Glory, is daily 
to gather and feed upon hidden Manna. A Man that 
has all his Senſes lock d up by Sleep, may as well perform 
the natural Actions of one that is awake, as a Chriſtian 
can live to the Glory of God without living by Faith. 
Without a living, active Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God. 
Though the Matter of our Actions ſhould be ever ſo 
zorecable to the Rule of moral Virtue, yet they can't 
te done to God's Glory unleſs they are done in the Ex- 
eciſe of Faith. And who can do any Thing in the Ex- 
neiſe of Faith without feeding upon CaurisT? A Man 
dying for lack of Food may as well do the Buſineſs. of 
the full Fed, as a true Chriſtian can actually defign the 
Glory of God without feeding upon Chaser by Faith: 
and a true Chriſtian may as well live by Faith without 
ebolding CHRIST in his perſonal and mediatorial Excel- 
encies, as live by Faith without feeding upon him. He 
an as well live by Faith without reſting upon CaurisT, as 
he can live by Faith without aſting a ſacred Sweetneſs in 
Haisr. He can as well live by Faith without coming 
ut of himfelf to CHRIST, as he can live by Faith with- 
ut gathering this heavenly Manna. Therefore if a Chri- 
Itan would live to the Glory of God every Day, he muſt 
Pether this Manna every Morning. His daily feeding 
pon 2 glorious CHRIST is a Matter of as great Impor- 
ance as the daily living to God's Glory.

panied with that divine Peace and Pleaſure; nor are the 
Bleſſings that I have mentioned connected therewith, 
Chriſtians can't perform Life-A&s without going to the n- 
6DGntain of Life for renewing Vigour and Ability to per- 
form them. Befide the Grace that they. have already 
received, an actual Influence of the Holy Spirit is necel. 
ſary to enable them to exerciſe themſelves unto Godlineß; 
and this they mult receive from CHRIST. - But do they 
receive the Grace of the Spirit without coming to Cars? 
for it? or do they ever come to CHRIST for his Spirit 
without feeding upon him ? You'll readily anſwer no. 
Well, they can no more exerciſe themſelves unto real God- 
lineſs, without feeding upon CHr1sT : they can no mo 
feed upon CHR1sT without coming out of their Tents and ß. 1 
gathering up this heavenly Food.

z. Thus to feed upon a glorious CurisT is the Way 
wherein Chriſtians may be ſerviceable to others, Tis true, 
natural Men may be ſerviceable; to others by a ſober, 
moral Life: and. real Chriſtians may do good to others 
when they are not in the ſenſible, Exerciſes of Grace: 
they may reprove, inſtruct and exhort them when they 
are not ſenſibly.influenc'd from a gracious Reſpe& unto 
Cod: but they are far leſs likely to ſerve the moſt va- 
luable Intereſt of others at ſuch. a Seaſon than they are 
when they are feeding upon CHRIST. One great End 
f our Living ſhould be Serviceableneſs to others, as you 
may ſee, Phil, 2. 4, 5. Look not every Man on bis own 
lings, but every Man alſo on the Things of others. Let this 
Mind be in you, which was alſo in Chriſt Jeſus, And if 
e liye in the daily Exerciſe of Faith we may do them 
great deal more good than otherwiſe we are likely to do. 
Life-Acts in moral Works, and a ſhining Pattern of 
Holineſs tend to excite the Wonder and Imitation of the 

Wcoolders, Holy Examples are far more likely to be a 
eans of ſpiritual Good to others than all Reproofs and 
aſtructions without them. Men are more likely to accept 
i lnſtructions when they are explained, from Day to Day, 
ore their Eyes in pious Examples, as appears from our 
aviour's: Words in his Sermon upon the Mount, Matt.

Keep therefore 
put of the Way of Temptation; keep the Body under, 
nd give yourſelves much to Meditation, Faſting and 
prayer. Obſerve theſe Rules as Means to keep your Hearts 
m taking up with Huſks; as Means to bring you out 
f your Tents and gather up the Manna that is rained 
lown about them. O let no Morning paſs without the 
oemn Worſhip of God in your Tents, in your Families 
nd Cloſets ; and among other Petitions let this be one, 
Lord evermore give me that Bread.” Cry in good 
meſt for it, and never ceaſe till you are brought to 
ted upon it. You ſhould never venture out into worldly 
buſineſs or where the Air is infected without taking art 
Antidote from CHRIST: if you go into your ordinary 
alling without gathering Manna before you engage, 
twill be ſtrange indeed if your Lives and Converſation are 
ot corrupted that Day, and ſo the Grace of God in the 
cart weakened. The Iſraelites found by Experience,

od, What they gathered and laid by in Store putri- 
ed and bred ſuch an Infection as could not be born in 
Camp. And ſo you'll find it, by ſad Experience, 
jou make the Trial, that you cannot maintain ſpiritual 
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Life by the Manna you gathered ſome Time paſt. If ye 


will not live upon a preſent God, but chuſe rather to live 
upon paſt Experiences, you'l certainly grow corrupt. Suh 
a Way of living will corrupt your Experiences, and bring 
you under the Power of ſome evil Diſeaſe. Soul-Diſtemper 
will increaſe upon you in the Attempt : your Hands yil 
grow weak, and your Knees feeble.

An ok 
Sinner is like a ſubborn Oak that fands it out in the mo 
dreadful Storms. He has been long accuſtomed to Sin 
and by a Cuſtom of Sinning, his Luſts are grown more 
Head- ſtrong and impetuous.
